Pifferi 
being the only other incidents which 
relieved the tedium of the sick cham- 
ber.

Washington, 
July 18.—The Ohio 


National Guard as an organization is 
severely criticised by the report made 
to Adjutant General Corbin by iuajor 
Arthur Williams and Captain J. W. 
Barker of the Third infantry, United 
States army, who recently inspected 
the militia of Ohio. 


The report states that the in- 


fantry arm of the guard exhibits con- 
siderable variety in the matter of the 
efficiency of its component organiza- 
tions. The necessarily scattered loca- 
tion of the companies the elective sys- 
tem of officers the labor conditions in 
the several communities, the avail- 
ability and suitability of armories, op- 
portunities for drill in open air, are 
the principal controlling elements re- 
sponsible for this condition. 


.As a rule regimental and battalion 


commanders see but little of their or- 
ganizations. Some exceptions exist, 
but they are marked. When condi- 
tions are bad there is evidence that 
the shortcomings should have re- 
ceived attention. It is suggested that 
provision for more frequent visits and 
investigations into the methods and 
wbrkings of companies by competent 
field officers 
and state 
inspectors 


would result in great benefit to the 
entire military force, particularly to 
the infantry ann. 


In case of inefficiency or unfitness 


appearing 
an 
open 
investigation 


should be made by a board of at least 
three competent officers and aftqr the 
board's report is made inefficient offi- 
cers should be discharged. Discipline 
with a few exceptions is not what is 
desired. 


In regard to dress much reform is 


necessary. Many of the garments are 
shockingly dirty In the inside trim- 
mings, especially the lining of the 
trousers. 
It is noticeable that the 


care of the arms is not what it should 
be. The book of instructions Is not 
studied as to the care and cleaning 
of the rifles. 


Practice with the rifles hoc been 


generally neglected. The care of prop- 
erty in many instances is poor. Drills 
in a few instances were excellent. In 
the majority of cases, however, this 
condition did not exist, showing a 
lack of study of drill regulations. 
In 


many cases labor unions and employ- 
ers Interpose objections to attendance 
to drill regulations.

Washington, July 18.—A bench war- 


rant for the arrest of George W. Bea- 
vers, formerly chief of division of sal- 
aries and allowances in the postoffice 
department, followed the * return by 
the federal grand jury in New York 
city of an indictment against him 
charging him with accepting a bribe. 


This is the culmination of an in- 


vestigation that has been in progress 
at intervals since his sudden resigna- 
tion from office last spring. 
A num- 


ber of matters affecting his adminis- 
tration have been probed into, one of 
the first results of wmch was the can- 
cellation of 3,046 promotions that had 
been passed on by him to take effect 
at postoffices throughout the country 
during the present fiscal year. 


Subsequently other matters were 


taken up by the investigating officials. 
The case on which the present action 
of the grand jury is based, it is-said, 
is a more recent development. The in- 
spectors have worked continuously on 
the investigation, and it is said that 
it was only within the past two or 
three clays that the evidence finally 
was secured that furnished a basis for 
action by the federal grand jury. 


Beavers has been indicted by the 


New York federal grand jury, charg- 
ing 'him with "accepting a bribe of $840. 
It is understood that payment to Bea- 
vers was traced pack to the purchase 
by the government of the Brant-Dent 
Cash Registering Machine company. 
Congressman Driggs is charged with 
having been involved in the alleged 
transaction. 


The authorities are now searching 


for Mr. Beavers to place him under ar- 
rest. His present whereabouts are un- 
known. The postal officials were cha- 
grined to learn of the publicity of the 
action of the grand jury in advance of 
the serving of the warrant. They re- 
gard the news as premature and de- 
clined to discuss the matter on tho 
ground that the time was not yet ripe 
to make a statement.

The Indiana, Illinois and Iowa bridge 
is nearly gone, the hoisting works and 
buildings at Spring Hill shaft were 
ruined, many buildings in Kangkley,

injured. 
Many houses were unroofed 


and otherwise damaged. 
Telephone 


and telegraph lines are nearly all 
down and details are meager. 


The first damage reported was tne 


stripping of the covering of C. R, 
Schurman's Ice plant, about two miles 
west of the city. The wind tore away 
the roof and sides. It next reached 
the river and cut away the trestle of 
the west side of the Three I. bridge. 
About a block away was the Western 
Vulcan works, erected at a cost of 
$150,000. This factor}' was blown to 
pieces, not a wall being left standing. 
About 50 men are employed here, but 
had stopped work for the day about 
an hour before. Only one man, Rich- 
ard Purcell, tho night watchman, was 
in the factory, and he was killed.

Receiver For Big Concern.

a New Jersey corporation, with plants 
at Gad*sden and Anniston, Ala., and 
Memphis and Lenore, Tenn. The lia- 
bilities consist of about 12,300,000 of 
floating debts. The company has no 
bonded indebtedness. The assets con- 
sist of $500,000, the value of the 
plants, and $100,000 bills receivable. 
There are also about $1,800,000 of ma- 
terial and supplies, the bulk of which 
has been pledged for loans and ware- 
house receipts given to cover the 
same. Among the liabilities are $500,- 
000 due on the purchase price of the 
Anniston plant and $325,000 due on 
notes to the Standard Steel Car com- 
pany of Pennsylvania, upon whose ap- 
plication the receiver was appointed.
